BOSTON IN SUMMER. 


How the Intellectual Hubites Drive 
Away Dull Care. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, July 26.—Just about this time of 
the year Boston is quite as dull a place as one 
could very well find. New York preserves 
its life and activity the year through, though 
it is true that midsummer Broadway is a very 
different thing from midwinter Broadway, 
and the people of the one are not the other. 
Still people there are always, never seemingly 
diminished. But Boston is pretty dead, 
really. There is acertain feeling about the 
very air to the effect that there is too much of 
it, there being too few peopie to inhale it 
and keepitinecirculation. The few familiar 
faces which are to be seen on the streets 
bave an apxious look of being about 
to ‘‘ecateh a train,” having merely 
‘‘run up’’ fora dav’s shopping; or to see 
that moths and rust are not corrupting parlor 
carpets or kitchen stoves, or thieves breaking 
into the basement and stealingthe silver; or 
to get a party-dress for the next Saturday 
evening’s hop.’ Everybody who is seeking real 
restand health this summer vowed when 
she left home that she wasn’t going to dance 
any this summer, not she! To make sure, 
sheleft all finery for such dissipations at 
home. But she comes up in due time or else 
sends by some friend,to whom she gives 
eareful directions how to break into the 
bouse and into her trunks aud chests, without 
regard to the danger that the poor fellow may 
find himself in the Police Court next morning 
after his innocent attempt tocarry out her 
mandates. 

I know a young lady living in New Bedford 
who actually did this one summer. We were 
at Oak Bluffs, and she made up ker mind to 
have acertain rich silk dress trimmed with 
very Valuable point lace, and her diamonds, 
for the grand iJlumination ball. The mother 
was away from home, the house shut up, and 
tris voung lady hadn’t the keys; so she told 
a friend—a mere acquaintance—how to get 
into the house by a pantry window and where 
to find the valuables. He brought them safely, 
and I suppose she would do the same thing 
again. **What fools these mortals be!’ 

Of course there are “‘stay-at-homes” in 
Beston, though they do not predominate. 
These take Cay and evening outi®gs on the 
harbor—our beautiful istand-dotted harbor— 
or resorttothe summer gardens of the suburbs 
which bave been multiplying rapidly during 
the last few years. These cardens remind one 
of thefamous pleasure grounds oftrans-At- 
lantic cities, except that they are so much 
smaller, less beautiful, less ably maniged, 
less generally resorted to, and in the absence 
of the multitudinous small tables and the per- 
ennial flow of beer and wines. Itis as new 
a thing for our dollarous people to seek 
out-of-door entertainment anyway, that the 
imperfect development of these _ resorts, 
which are still in their very infancy, is easily 
accounted for,and the general lack of the 
liquid element is, | suppose, a good thing in 
our climate and country, though it does seem 
exactiv as if these places were beer gardens 
with the beer left out, and the effect is quite 
as odd as that of the oft-quoted play in 
which no Prince of Denmark should appear. 

But if the thirsty palate be not catered to— 
and understand me that I am very gladit is 
not, for beer in New England and beer in 
Germapby are certainly two very different 
things, though, like a Little Buttercup, “I’m 
sure I could never te!l why—the thirst for 
amusement is not sufferea to parch the men- 
tal throat, for there are theatrical pavilions 
in Which troups of singers and performers of 
various kinds, all of the highest possible, of 
course—hold forth tothe delight of nightly 
crowds. They don’t take and digest such 
heavy food as they give similar crowds of 
people on **the other side,’’ however. I re- 
member well when, alittle more than a year 
azo, LIconsented to go out of a Sunday 
eVening toa famous and exceedingly beauti- 
ful beer-garden in Berlin, just to 
look about for an hour. We “‘looked about,”’ 
listened tothe entrancing music by a most 
exquisite orchestra, and were finally drawn ty 
strains of vocal music to the entrance of a 
verv large building. This was the opera- 
house “f the garden, and entrance being free 
we went in, stood in the lobby and looked at 
the stage for a few moments, When my com- 
panion proposed seats. He bought them, and 
we satdown among the immense atdience 
which filled the vast auditorium and, had lis- 
tened to two acts of *“*William Tell” before | 
once remembered the day, and I suddenly 
concluded to go precipitately to the hotel. 

Dancing is one of the entertainments at 
some of these Boston suburban gardens, and 
it vives a very pleasant opportunity for lovers 
of the terpsichorean art to go in little cliques 
and indulge in this favorite  pastiine, 
for the music is usually very cood, and the 
hall is open to the breezes, being only roofed 
over. 

Many all day or moonlicht excursions are 
made on the Atlantic to Plymouth or Isles of 
Shoals or otber points, large and excellentiy 
appointed steamers being run for the pur- 
pore. Indeed, the Atlantic is quite the play- 
cround of us happy Bostonians. 

The city theaters are ali closed except the 
Museum, where Nat Goodwin and his at- 
tencdant jolly spirits are plaving and singing 
very light compositions, such as **Cinderella 
at Schoo,’ and *‘La Mascotte, ”’ 

We have a fine new band-standon the 
Common andexpected to have concerts al] 
summer. But there was some one of the fre- 
quent dead-locks of city machinery, there 
being somuch quarreling among the com- 
mittce as to whom to give tne busi- 
ness, that the Common Council has 
become disgusted and refused to vote an- 
other appropriation, and our concerts have 
come toasudden end. To quote frem the 
Herald: “They (the committee) have estab- 
lished the facts that Sunday afternoon is the 
most popular time for these entertainments: 
that Boston Commonis the best place for 
them: thatthe city of Boston can have the 
services of a band of fifty musicians at any 
time throughout the summer season, and 
that Mr. J. B. Claus is the man, above all 
others, whois competent to conduct these 
concerts tothe credit of the city.

BADLY STAGE-STRUCK. 


A Married Woman’s Infatuation For 
Theatricals Causes Trouble. 
Erie (Pa.) Cor. Chicago Times. 

Cora Van Tassell is the name of an exceed- 
ingly handsome but sombreeminded young 
actress who made her debut inthe theatrical 
profession about two years ago, and who has 
since been starring through the country with 
a combination beuring hername. An event 
occurred here yesterday which justifies a 
sketch of the young lady’s life, and may serve 
as a warning to the average stage-struck 


ri. 

Cora Van Tassel Was bornand reared in 
this city, ard at an early age was adopted by 
her uncle, Mr. 8S. Van Tassel, then a very 
wealthy citizen and a prominent man in 
municipal affairs. He allowed Corato grow 
up in idleness, ignorance and luxury. Her 
education was leftto her own inclination, and 
as she dctested all books not novels-or plays, 
she budded into womanhood with less 
knowledge than most girls of intermediate 
schools possess. When about 14 she acquired 
a sudden passion for dramatic literature, and 
the study of plays and tragedies was her sole 
literary occupation. It was noticed that she 
cared only to read and recite from plays in 
which betrayal and fall from virtue were the 
leading characteristivs of the heroines. The 
parts of Gilberte in ‘‘Frou-Frou,” Lady Is- 
abel in **East Lynne,*’ and Adrienne she 
committed to memory entire, and at the 
slightest provocation she would rehearse 
them. With this morbid love for plays of the 
above type, it was no surprise to her friends 
when she announced ber intention to take to 
the stage. Some of them felt relieved to hear 
it, for Cora’s agonizing over “ther child and 
Archibald Carlyle,’’ or her denunciation of 
the arch villain and betrayer,Sir Francis Lev- 
ison, became unendurabie. 

A little more than two years ago, Miss Van 
Tassell appeared in an amateur performance 
in this city, and at its conclusion she came to 
your correspondent and requested a candid 
opinion as to ber qualifications for an actress. 
She expressed herself as delighted with the 
reporter’s criticism,and soon afterward it was 
rumored that Cora Was making preparations 
to vo uponthe stage. Her romantic dispo- 
sitionimpelled herto leave nome under ro- 
mantic circumstances. A young gentleman 
of this city, Mr. Charles. Macomber, became 
enamored of Miss Van Tassell, and, notwith- 
standing thata union with himor anyone 
else would bave met with no opposition from 
her indulgent uncle, she could 
not bear the idea of being married 
like ordinary people. Therefore this ex- 
traordinary creature, then only 16, pro- 
posed to elope for the fun ofthe thing. The 
young man gratified her whim, and clandes- 
tinely the pair fled to Buffalo. They were 
subsequently married. Before the honey- 
moon Was over, all the romance of the thing 
had departed from the husband. He found 
he had allied himseif to a willful, captious 
girl, who insisted upon his learning dramatic 
parts to gratify her passion for acting. Being 
of a mild and inoffensive disposition, his 
phlegmatic nature ill-matched her lymphatic 
constitution. He found it very trving to as- 
sume the beavy villain roles she assigned 
him, and, moreover, he grew weary of being 
perpetually addressed asthe ‘‘betraver and 
destrover of her happiness,’’ “the unnatural 
father of her ehild,” etc. 

“She was only acting,’’ said he, ‘‘but I 
thougbtif she carried it on much longer she 
would finally believe it.’’. The climax was 
reached when sbe finally proposed to organ- 
ize adramatic company and travel through 
the country playing “*East Lynne.’’ Her hus- 
band opposed the scheme, but he was over- 
ruled. Macomber’s unpoetical soul unfitted 
him for leading roles, and as he did not care 
to play call-boy to the fellow who was to come 
cn, kiss, bug, and betray his wife, he decided 
to quit and go home to Erie and rest. 

The dramatic company was organized, and 
was duly acknowledged by the dramatic jour- 
nals. **The Cora Van Tassell Combination’’ 
played through the States of New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Illinois. It met with 
tolerable success, for, although Miss Van 
Tassell is sadly deficient in dramatic culture, 
she can play Lady Isabel with more effect and 
naturalness than many experienced actresses. 
It was noticeable that Cora ascended to her 
manifest height of acting when portraying the 
lowest social phase of her character. It was 
attonishing to witness the ease and abandon 
with which this mere child could depict the 
varied emotions of grief, joy, hate and de- 
spair of the woman no longer pure. Many 
people thought the girl’s earnestness and 
pathos must have been bora ofa terrible ex- 
perience. 

To what extent this morbid passion for acting 
such characters affected Miss Van Tassel! can 
only be surmised by the action of her hus- 
band, who, in the Court of Common Pleas 
vesterday, applied fora divorce. It is alleged 
that she became so absorbed in her caarac- 
ters that she ceased to distinguish between 
the real and the ideal. If this is so, and a 
divorce is granted, the future of Cora Van 
Teassell will probably furnish the misguided 
girl with material for all the pathos and de- 
spair she wants for her favorite stage charac- 
ters. 


Edison’s Light at Paris. 
From the New York Sun. 

The company is about to make an exhibi- 
tion at the Paris Exposition, which opens 
August l. !n addition, the company is going 
to make a test exhibition of the workings of 
the Edison system for the satisfaction of a 
French syndicate formed for the introduction 
of the lizhtinto Paris. A steam dynamo of 
125-horse power, lighting 1,100 lights of 16-can- 
die power each, and the equipment will then 
be turned over to the experts of the syndi- 
cate for them to make their own tests and re- 
port to their principals. The syndicate has 
already paid 330,000 in cash to secure an op- 
tion in the light, and proposes to form a com- 
pany with a capital of 15,000,000 franes. The 
Edison Company is to be paid partly in paid- 
up stock and partly in cash for the right to 
use the lightin Paris and its suburbs. Mr. 
Charles Batcheler, an associate of Edison at 
Menlo Park, recently sailed for Paris to take 
charge of tbe company’s interests there. In 
addition to the exhibit of the company in the 
Paris Exposition, Mr. Edison will make a 
complete exhibit of all his various inventions, 
ninetv-four in number, covered by 227 differ- 
ent prtents. He will not go abroad himself.

ANOTHER OHIO MAN. 


Three Times Married, Two Women 
Living, No Divorce and No Wife. 
From the Charlotte (Mich.) Republican. 

Amos Pitkin, now a resident of Eaton, live 
ing about four miles from this city, was born 
and reared in Geauga county, Ohio. He is 
now forty-three years old, a man of more 
tban average intelligence, and a prosperous 
farmer. In 1859 be was married in his native 
county, and shortly after came to this State, 
settling in Eaton county. Aster living here 
for atime he went back to Ohio, where his 
first wife died, leaving twochildren. In his 
vounger days Pitkin had known a girl named 
Phebe Halstead, who lived likewise in Geau- 
ga county. ~- She had married «man named 
Ross. He left ber during the war with 
tbree cbildren. Not hearing from him, 
she supposed he was killed in the army, and 
married one Baker. Shortly after Baker was 
arrested for criminal intimacy with her young 
Caughter by her former husband, loss, con- 
victed, and sentenced to State Prison. While 
serving out bis time she obtained a divorce 
from him. Meeting|Pitkin, he, thinking she 
had been the victim of cruel circumstances, 
and remembering her only as the girl he had 
known in his youth, married her, she faith- 
fully promising to be a mother to his children. 
This was in 1871. They came to Eaton, this 
State, in 1878. Everything passed along witb 
more or less smoothness until about two years 
ago. In the meantime she had borne him 
three children. Then the pair learned for the 
tirst time that Ross was living. 

After leaving her in Ohio, Ross came to 
Michigan and went to preaching, firstin one 
place, then in another, but principally in the 
northern part of the State. ‘Without getting 
a divorce from his first wife, he marrie 
again, and was shortly left a widower. Then 
he wooed and won the organist of bis church. 
At this time he was preaching near St. Johns. 
They were married and lived together for 
several vears, when one day the clerical 
scoundrel was arrestel for forgery. Of this 
crime he was convicted 
Prison at Jackson. While in prison the wife 
be married near St. Johns found out some- 
thing of Mrs. Pitkin, and wrote to know if 
she was divorced from Ross. If she were not 
it would save her the trouble and expense of 
getting a divorce. This was the first Mr. and 
Mrs. Pitkin knew of Ross being alive. Here 
was adilemma. They had been living together 
a number of years, and had three chil- 
dren, tbe youngest an infant. W hat 
to do they did not know. Finally it was decid- 
ed that all marital relations should cease,that 
she should live there, keep house and take 
care of the children. Pitkin was to support 
and care for her as formerly. Shortly after 
this agreement Ross was discharged from 
prison, and, learning of his former love, took 
immediate steps to bring about a meeting. 
Through bis promises,and, perhaps, in mem- 
ory of his former love, she finally weat to 
Ovid to seehim. The old relations were re- 
newed, and they lived as man and wife for 
three weeks. Then she came back to Pitkin 
and wanted theinfant. He refused to let 
her have it un'ess Ross and the woman would 
legally adoptit. A hitch occurred, and she 
staid for several months with Pitkin, finally 
leaving him for Ross, taking the child with 
her. Atthe present time they are living in 
the nortbern part of the State, and he 1s 
preacbing the gospel. This happened two 
vears ago this fall. Since thattime Pitkin has 
not seen her. 

He had three children at home, aged six, 
eight and fourteen. Noone could be hired 
to take charge of the house, and he had to do 
the cooking, washing. housework and run the 
farm. This state of affairs continued until 
last fall, when, being in Berlin, lonia county, 
Pitkin met Mrs, Sarah McCowan, a widow, 
whose hus’and had been killed in the army. 
She had three grown daughters and owned a 
farm. An attachment sprang up between 


' them, and in December last they were mar- 


ried, she knowing all his past history. She 
came to his home with him and staid five 
weeks, when homesickness attacked her and 
she returned to her former residence in Ber- 
lin. After being there ‘a while 
she eame back to Pitkin and remained a 
short time, leaving him for good last March. 
Sbe had no complaints to make, and frankly 
said so, but the entreaties of her children 
and her longing for her old home caused 
ber to leave him. She is asisterof Kk. M. 
Marble, United States Commissioner of Pat- 
ents, and is highly respected by her friends 
and neighbors, 

Mr. Pitkin has the respect and sympathy of 
his friends and neighbors, and is spoken of as 
azood husband and father. Now that he is 
leit without any one to do for his cbildren, 
he manfully assumes the task, and goes on 
from day to day doing his best to provide for 
them. He thinks that life’s pathway has been 
strewn With more than his share of trouble, 
but coes not try to shirk the responsibility.

25 cents a dozen bunches, lettuce scarce and 
poor, 3 heads for 10 cents, onions 50 cents a 
peck, string beans 35 cents a peck and scarce, 
years 90 cents a peck, peaches 50 cents a 
yasket, apples 25 cents a peck, grapes 12’< 
cents a pound, cantelopes 15 to 30 cents each, 
watermelons 10 to 30 cents each. 

seef sells for from 15 to 18 cents a pound, 
veal 15 to IS cents a pound, pork 19° cents 
a pound, mutton 11 and 12 cents a pound, 
lamb 18 cents a pound. 

The prices of butter remain about the same, 
and creamery sells for 30 cents, best dairy 25 
cents, cooking 10 to 12 cents per pound. 

Eggs are still at 12's cents per dozen.

This discov- 
ery was made in the course of the longs fix- 
inga market value at which the defaulting 
shorts on July contracts should settle. At 
the regular noon call when No. 2 oats for cash 


was reached Mr.W.L.Green, JT. of R. S. Me- 
Cormick & Co. who has been chiefly engi- 
meeting the deal for his firm, bid 44c, and 
the sellers seeing that was the notch he had 
marked out, commenced selling him. For 
quite a while there was a perfect avalanche 
of oats poured upon him, _ and 
when Bartlett dropped the hammer 253 cars 
had been sold. It is not su pared that anv- 
where near this amount will be delivered to 
the purchasers. The receivers always do sell 
a great deal more than they hold when there 
is a “corner’’ and prices forced up to a ficti- 
tious value, ar expecting to deliver 
some of _ their next day’s _re- 
ceipts ifthey get them inintime. -On sales 
of cash grain the seller has until 11a, m. the 
following business day to make his deliveries. 
After the call on cash was 
through the longs bid 44¢ for 
July, but no one made any attempt to 
meet them at this price... Early in the morn- 
ing it Was pretty well understood that some 
of the shorts would refuse to settle at above 
40e, and after the call was over these parties 
stood aloof and would not come to 
the longs’ terms.

A DOSE OF LAUDANUM. 


It Causes the Death of James W. Fallon 
of New York. 

Aboutten days ago aman registering as 
‘*James W. Fallon,New York City,’’ arrived 
at the Clark Avenue Hotel. He said he was 
an examiner of sugars and molasses,and,hav- 
ing lefthis situation ina large New York 
commission house, he came tothiscity to 
endeavor to secureemployment at the Belcher 
Suear Refinery, foot of ©’Fallon street. He 
never reported how successfully he thought 
his application would result. He 
was a man of good education and 
«ave no further account of himself. A few 
davs after he arrived he went to his room, 
and, sending forthe proprictor, Mr. Jacob 
Rueger, asked that two ounces of laudanum 
be purchased at his expense for external ap- 
plication for his ankle, which he said he had 
recently sprained while walking. The lauda- 
num Was not bought atthetime, owing to 
some reason or other, unti! a few days avo 
when a two-ounce bottle labeled ‘* Tincture of 
opium, from Ernest D. Moxter, 809 Mar- 
ket street, St. Louis,’’ was seen. 
This morning one of the emploves went up 
stairs to wake him shortly after 7 o’clock and 
heard u heavy snoring in the room. Ile at 
once notified the proprietor, who, on enter- 
ine the room, found the man on the bed in an 
unconscious condition. Deputy Coroner 
Praedicow was in his office across the street 
at the time. He was called in and pronounced 
ita case of poisoning by an opiate, which was 
contirmed by Dr. Carson, of the 
Dispensary. The Deputy Coroner sum- 
moned an ambulance and had the man 
taken tothe Dispensary and afterwards for 
warded to the City Hospital, where he died 
shortly before noon. ‘The deceased has two 
brothers, both attorneys-at-law, in Rock- 
pot, N. Y. Tle was fifty-three years of age, a 
stranger in the city and without money. The 
hody wiilbe transferrea to the City Morgue 
this afternoon and an inquest held.

How the Negroes Perform the Last Sad 
Rites Over a Deceased Brother.

“]T say,’’ queried a man of the Sergeant at 
the Third District Station, the other evening, 
“can’t you |do something to suppress those 
d—n negroes down our way?” 

“What are they up to now!” asked the 


Metropolitan. 

“Why, they are holding a wake, and of al! 
the nuisance sinthe w orld, one of their wakes 
is the greatest. They sit and howl all through 
the nivht, beginning at shout 9 o’elock and 
ending at 4 in the morning. They have 
been at it3for the last two nights and arejzoinz 
‘to give us another performance to-night. 
Itbought you would send around somebody 
and suppress the matter, for itis the biggest 
nuisance ever known.” 

The Sergeant assured bis 
could do nothing. 

“But the corpse has been there this three 
davs,’’ broke in the comp /ainant. 

“Well, I’) send an officer around, and if 
there is anything to report I’i] have the m ttter 
ealled to the attention of the Board of Health. 
lean’tstop tbeir singing, though, s0 you 
must stand that.’’ 

The reporter listened tothe dialogue with 
considerable curiosity. He had neverseen 
any formal wake to amount to anything, 
and had formed his ideas of the subject 
from the scene of this kind which 

Zoucicault introduces into the last act of 
“Coun the Shaughraun,’’ where the moy 
sirous kecning of the refrain, 

Oh why did ve die, 

‘*Oh why did ye die,’ 
is the especial attraction’) Accordingly, 
when the officer on the heat soon 
dropped in and was detailed 
to Visit the place in question, the reporter 
bere him company. 

‘Indeed, I do know where it is,” said he in 
answer to a query. “It’s down here on 
Kighth street, just south of Biddle, right 
nlonyeside of Castile Thunder. The shindy is 
being beld in an empty store, Where the body 
bas been putin order to vive the mourners 
achance. There was not room cnouch where 
the man died.”’ 

A walk of a couple of squares from the sta- 
tion brought the explorers to the scene. A 
small store on the vround tloor of a dilapidat- 
ed prick house, and just under the shadow of 
the tall negro tenement barrack whieh the 
police have christened **Castle Thunder,” was 
thesrcene. A White screen Was drawn across 
the rear portion of the apartment, and back 
of this the corpse Was placed. In the space 
Outside the curtain, on long forms or benches, 
were seated about twenty negroes, mostly 
women, although there were enough men to 
give strength to the chorus. In the center 
sutanaged man who was diunified as the 
preacher. He wore ae suit of seedy 
black, with a high-buttoned vest § and 
anineongruous necktie of a crimson color, 
and sat with clasped bands and his eyes tixed 
on the floor. As the policeman entered a 
rong had been droned out, and so intent were J 
all the performers that no attention was 
paid to the advent of the newcomers. 
One darky raised his head a minute, pointed 
10 seats in the back part of the room and then 
resumed his task of pouring out his soul in 
song. Thouch the night was warm, for the 
incident antedated the polar wave, the wo- 
men a'l sat with their bonnets and veils on. 
just as they wotild go into the streets. Per- 
spiration rolled off every visible spot of their 
greasy hides, but this did oot trouvle them in 
the*least. They attended strictly to business, 
and nobody shirked his part of the 
vocal work _ that was to be  donpe. 
When the chant was over, the utmost silence 
was preserved. Unlike Lrish wakes, at which 
pipes, tobacco and “fpotheen” are passed 
around quite freelv, and at which 
reminiscences, jokes funny stories 
are in. order and loud laugh- 
ter not infrequent, the negroes sat 
in perfect silence, not even looking at each 
other. before another song was commen :ed, 
the old “preacher” was approached, and w.th 
some reluctance he commenced 1o 
explain in ‘A Whisper that this 
Wis a Southern custom and was 
followed mostly by the Southern negroes, 
wherever they were. “‘You see,’’ said he, 
when a man dies, if he ain't a fool, he goes 
Tight straichtto the gates of Paradise and 
asks to be let in. Well, you see, this takes 
time. Perhaps there is a good miny ahead of 
him, and he hasto wait thil they vet throuech. 
Kach of them has got to go before Peter 
and stand his eNatmination before he ean 
puss. Now, we bold this service here while 
the dead man is waiting for his trial. It 
makes him strong, andit also influences St. 
Peter to be good to him.” 

“Ilow do you know how long to keep it

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TERESA’S TEARS. 


A Pretty German Orphan Prays 
for Release 


From St. Vincent’s Home—Remarkable 
Charges. 


Teresa Heill is a bewitching little blonde of 
sweet seventeen, a diamond undressed, for 
she lacks polish and culture, to the shame of 
her relatives, whose recent death cast the in- 
teresting child upon the world. A church 
identified with the mission for the care of 
the orphans, the clothing and feeding of the 
naked and the hungry interested itself 
in the young girl’s behalf, but the 
steps taken to secure her contro! 


have prompted an effort through the courts 
to investigate the matter and enable the or- 
phan to select her own guardian. It seems 
that the girl has been motherless for soine 
little time, and she resided with her father, 
who was an ex-Catholic. He was taken sick 
a few weeks since and was removed to the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospitil, where he 
again embraced the Catholic faith 
and died. HMaving no property 
jeave, the deceased made no will 
but desired that bis daughter should be look- 
ed after by Bernard Koernecker, an uncle, 
m arried ana settled in the southern portion 
oftown. The orphan can not read nor write, 
but sbe was familar with the religious teach- 
ings of the Catholic Chureh, and attended St. 
Antbony’s Church, onthe Stringtown road. 
Two weeks since sbe went to mass, 
and at the conclusion of the 
service itis alleged that Father Franciscus, 
an assistant priest, one of the Alexian 
Brothers, and a Catholic tinsmith’ residing 
opposite the hospital, interested in the mat- 
ter, gathered around the girl, asking her 
whetber she would notlike to go to a place 
where she would be taken care of. The or- 
phan replied that she was well satistied to 
remain in the care of her uncle, and that her 
futher bad so desired. The statement of the virl 
is to the effect that, having tried all persursive 
means to get contre] of her without avail, a 
paper was then read ontto her by one of the 
party purporting to be signed by her uncle 
and representing that he could .not provide 
for her. Her destitute condition was pic- 
tured in strong colors, but the girl says tbat 
she dechned to go withthe priest and the 
brother. It 1S then alleged that 
she was persuaded to accompany 
them up town ona streetcar. They alighted 
at Fifth and Locust streets and took another 
car for Twentieth and O’Fallon = streets. 
There they entered the German Orphans’ 
Home and the girl was left alone in a rooin. 
W hen her suspicions were aroused she went 
to the door but it was locked and there was 
no chance of escape. The next day 
the imprisoned bird was told that she had 
been placed there by people who understood 
what was best for her; thatif she tried to es- 
cape she would be punisbed and that acare- 
ful watch had been put over her. Theofficers 
oithe institution sent her down into the 
kitchen to wash dishes and attend to the 
menial duties of the orphanage. For food the 
cirl states that her daily fare at the 
orphanage has Jconsisted of dry bread and 
thin coffee for breakfast, rice for dinner and 
bread for supper. The discipline was very 
severe, and the young girl alleges that she 
cbafed under her imprisonment and barsh 
treatment, but the people in charge took no 
notice of her appeals for retease. Mein- 
while her uncle, distracted over 
her mysterious disappearance, made every 
inquiry inthe neighborhood and sought in- 
formation at the Alexian Hospital, where he 
was told that his niece was well cared for at 
an asylum up town, but it was deemed best 
to keep the matter a secret so thatshbe wonld 
not be disturbed by visitors. The uncle called 
at every orphanage in the city, and 
at length reached St. Vineent’s 
on ’Fallon _ street. by raising a 
considerable fuss the uncle states thatthe 
young girl was brought into his presence. She 
related the story detailed above with tears 
and sobs, and told her uncle that she wished 
toreturnwith him. The orphanage authori- 
ties, however, refused to give her up, and re- 
fused upon a second visit, When he took his 
wife for the purpose of strengthening his po- 
sition. Mr. Ed. L. Gottschalk, the attorney, 
was then consulted in the matter, and be has 
filed a petition for a writ of habeas corpus, 
alleging thatthe orpban is detained against 
her will and consent, and is illegally watched 
and guarded The case will be brought be- 
fore Judge Seymour D. Thompson, of the 
Court of Appeals, this afternoon.

Prominent Edueators in Town—The 
Texas State University. 

A number of prominent educators are on 
avisittothe city to-day. Among them are 
Hon. J. L. Denton, State Superintendent of 
Publie Instruction for Arkansas; Prof. C. P. 
Conrad, of the State University, Fayette- 
ville, Arkansas: ret... a Savace, 
from the same State, and Prof. Oscar H. 
Cooper, of Huntsville, Texas. Mr. Dentonis 
much talked about as the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor of Arkannsas at the next 
election and stands a geod chance of being 
nominated. He is extremely popular 
throughout the State. Prof. Cooper is a 
graduate of Yale College and is perhaps the 
best known educatorin Texas. He has just 
been elected (o the assistant professorship of 
the Latin language at Yale, and is the first 
Scutherner who was ever called te a chairin 
that institution. Prof. Cooper savs Texas is 
making prodigious strides in educational 
matters, and will soon rank up with the 
Northern States. The new State 
University of that State is now 
an established fact and will be opened 
just as soon as the buildings can be putin 
readiness. The election of the regents of 
the Universitisy called for the 27th,of August, 
and thirty days after that date the Chancellor 
of the institution will be chosen. The unani- 
mous choice of al] those who are ip control is 
Dr. Wm. ‘T. Harris, of this. city. 
The refusal of the position bas once 
been offered to him, and be has declined, but 
other pressure will be brought to bear upon 
it, and itis thought probable that he may 
accept. Financially the University project is 
on a solid basis. Piaced to its credit is 
600,000) in bonds and 3200,000 in ac- 
crued interest, together with 219,000 
acres of land located in Northern 
Texas, and worth on the average §) per acre, 
and 111,000 acres in other parts of the State. 
The tcetal estimate of the assets of the institu- 
tion is $8,600,000, In other parts of Texus, 
educational matters are also booming. Gal- 
veston is just now organizing a= system 
of publie schools, never having had any be- 
fore. A Board of Trustees, similar in organ- 
ization to the St. Louis Schoo! Board, has just 
been elected, and the members are looking 
out for aleading educator to make him su- 
vrintendent. The seven Teachers’ Normal 

nstitutes, which are under the control cf the 
Texas Board of Education and are paid for 
out of the Peabody fund, are now in success-
